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Books on Wheels 


Delivered Libraries Have Proved Very Successful in Philadelphia

“Ir APPEARS SOMEWHAT STRANGE TO ME,” 
wrote Groff Conklin in his survey of Man- 
hattan Rental Libraries, The Publishers’ 
Weekly, May 27th, 1933, “considering the 
qualified success of the office lending libra- 
ries, that more home delivery services have 
not grown.” 

In Philadelphia, on the contrary, delivered 
libraries have grown remarkably. 

Noted as a city of homes, with great 
stretches of residential sections, it has proved 
very fertile ground for the idea of books on 
wheels. | 

Largest of such services is The Traveling 
Library, Inc., in Upper Darby, a newly de- 
veloped suburb. Organized in 1930, right 
along with the depression, this new kind of 
library has expanded each year, until now 
eight cars deliver books daily and the list 
ot readers numbers 5,000. 

This organization works on the theory that 
any woman would rather have a book 
brought to her than go somewhere to get it. 
Five years of increasingly successful calls on 
homes in Delaware County (the Drexel Hill, 
Upper Darby and Lansdowne suburbs), on 
the Main Line, through Germantown, Chest- 
nut Hill and West Philadelphia have proved 
the excellence of this logic. 

The eight drivers follow regular routes, 
calling once a week on the day best suited 
to the customer’s convenience. Thus, as Fri- 
day used to be “Fish Day” in small towns, 
now a certain day of each week is “Book 
Day” in many suburban homes. The driver 
carries about ten titles into the house (often 
racks holding a dozen books are used), lets 


the customer make her choices, and takes 
away with him the book she has finished. 
Customers are not encouraged to come out to 
the cars—they are too sure to cast their eyes 
on reserved books! 

There is no membership or deposit charge. 
The rates are: for all books retailing at $2.00 
and over, 25c for one week or less; all books 
retailing under $2.00, two for 25c for one 
week or less. The profit comes not in cus- 
tomers who call up from time to time and 
want certain books delivered, even though 
they may pick five at a time. It is the steady 
reader who counts, the woman who expects 
the driver on a regular day of the week, and 
regularly takes her books, and perhaps one 
for her husband. Many women pick titles for 
their husbands—westerns and _ mysteries 
greatly in demand—and even for their whole 
families. There are a few customers who 
will take as high as ten or twelve books a 
week with some degree of regularity. 

Fees are collected by the drivers, either at 
each weekly call, or monthly charge accounts 
may be established. 

This lively concern is the result of a young 
woman’s reaction to “Parnassus on Wheels.” 
Marian B. Zeigler, now secretary-treasurer 
of the corporation, six years ago was kept 
closely at home with a two-year-old daughter. 
Trips to the lending library were hard to 
manage regularly, and she wished fervently 
that somehow books could be brought to her. 
Then she read of Roger Mifflin’s jolly experi- 
ment and began to get ideas. She had some 
capital, found a fellow enthusiast in a young 
man, George Adams, Jr. (now vice-president 
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of the company) and in February, 1930, with 
two trucks and several hundred books, estab- 
lished The Traveling Library. 

“Any good book brought to your door” was 
the slogan. Headquarters were, and still are, 
in the basement of her home, which she lined 
with shelves and converted into a very sat- 
isfactory book office. 

“At first,” she admits, “we just went 
around ringing doorbells. We had unbounded 
confidence, worked 18 hours a day and be- 
gan gradually to build up a customer list. We 
worked absolutely without leads, and consid- 
ered two customers out of ten people ap- 
proached a very good average. By June, 
George Adams was circulating 600 books a 
week.” In July three Austen trucks were 
bought for delivering, but these have since 
been given up and now all drivers use cars. 

This library has done almost no advertis- 
ing, except through circulars, and has grown 
largely by word of mouth. Almost all new 
customers are the result of old ones. In 1933 
it was incorporated, with Mrs. Zeigler’s hus- 
band, Walter G. Zeigler, as president. 

Each driver carries approximately 100 
books in his car. They are kept there at night, 
too—thus need for shelf space is eliminated. 
At the office only older books are kept. Every 
driver selects the new titles for his own car. 
His ordering quota is set according to the 
receipts turned in. One driver, for instance, 
is now adding eight copies of “Young 
Renny,” while another says he can only use 
one. 

Extremely varying districts are covered, and 
the success of the business lies with the 
driver. He must understand the character of 
his section—and then discover the individual 
tastes of his readers. The most difficult prob- 
lem of all, according to Mrs. Zeigler, is find- 
ing drivers, men or women who know both 
books and people, and what to do when they 
arrive on washday. 

Calls are made from nine in the morning 
until one o'clock, then from four until six, 
except in bad weather when women seem to 
be at home all day. The dull seasons of the 
year are during spring and fall housecleaning, 
and at Christmas time. 

The average physical life of one of these 
traveling books is six months. The inside of 
the publisher’s jacket is reinforced and the 
blurb pasted down. Many non-fiction titles 
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are carried: “Francis I,” “Brazilian Adven- 
ture,” “One’s Company,” and “The Edward- 
ian Era” have lately been widely popular, A 
big plug was “Ulysses,” and another “Now 
in November!” For sex novels there is end- 
less demand. 

Out-of-town service has also been devel- 
oped. One driver visits Atlantic City two days 
a week, and in the summer Ocean City is 
covered regularly. Branches have been tried 
in Lancaster and Harrisburg, but without 
success. In these cities the department stores 
rent books so cheaply that competition was 
impossible. 

The establishment of such a library, Mrs. 
Zeigler will tell you, demands three things: 
1) capital—enough so that for two years it 
will be possible to put every cent back in the 
business; 2) a widespread suburban or home 
area; 3) endless patience and long hours of 
work. With these items The Traveling Li- 
brary has made such a showing in bad times 
that in good times... ! 

Inspired perhaps by the success of this or- 
ganization, dozens of smaller vagabonding 
libraries have suddenly appeared during the 
last three or four years in Philadelphia’s sub- 
urbs. And most of them have disappeared as 
rapidly. 

Two smaller ones still stand solidly, how- 
ever, showing that this type of business 1s pos- 
sible on a less ambitious scale. Mrs. Bernhard 
Freund, a young Germantown woman, three 
years ago opened The Home Library Serv- 
ice. Customers telephone their requests to her 
in the morning, and boys deliver the books 
by bicycle in the afternoon. The charge is 
goc a month for all the books desired. This 
business has worked up quietly only on 
friend-to-friend publicity until it now serves 
200 active members. 

Fiction on Wheels is the name of H. S. 
Docker’s delivering library, also in German- 
town. Three cars are at work here constantly, 
covering Logan, Lawndale, Tioga and Rox- 
borough—large middle-class residential areas. 
Mr. Docker is an electrical engineer who 
three years ago found himself out of a job. 
For one year he handled a branch of The 
Traveling Library, but is now on his own. 
The surface of this home delivery business, 
he believes, has only been scratched. Looks 
like a new, and very 2oth century, outlet for 
books.

This Shop Has Found Numerous Ways of Actively Merchandising 
Children’s. Books

IX THE YEAR AND A HALF we have been in bus- 
iness, our “Children’s Corner” has grown and 
grown until it occupies a full quarter, the 
front one, of our shop. We moved the chil- 
dren’s department from the rear to the front 
of our store room last fall. We have found 
it attracts more attention there. For when 
grownups come in to the rental library or 
to buy a book or greeting card, the children 
with them immediately see, upon entering, 
the children’s books. They stop there and do 
their own browsing. This results many times 
ina sale then and there. Or the parent, urged 
by the child, stops too, and looks and makes 
a note of the book which interests her boy or 
girl, for the next holiday or birthday present. 

Our “Scrap Book” for children, kept on a 
table in the center of the children’s corner, 
is an innovation that has paid well. That 
book, 12 by 15 inches, has a cover designed 
and painted by an artist friend from illus- 
trations of Heidi, Littlke Women, the Hardy 
Boys, Ruth Fielding, Honey Bunch, Bomba, 
Pinocchio and others—the characters all 
marching together into Bookland and run- 
ning over from the outside cover into the 
inside pages of the book. 

This “Scrap Book” is looseleaved, the pages 
lined. There is a page, for instance, for read- 
ers of the Alcott books. A brightly-colored 
sketch of Meg, Amy, Beth and Jo, Rose in 
Bloom, Jack and Jill, taken from old illus- 
trations, adorns the top of the page. On these 
pages all the children who buy or who have 
bought for them, Alcott books, are asked to 
write their names, addresses, age, date of 
birth, the Alcotts they already have and 
those they want next. This information is 
used when we send out postals at holiday 
time, Valentine’s Day, Easter, graduation 
trom grade or high school or to parents just 
before the children’s birthdays. 

On other pages of the “Scrap Book” we 
have pages for all the modern series books 


such as The Story of Things We Use series, 
the Brandeis books, Nancy Drew, Hardy Boys, 
Tom Swift, Roy Snell mysteries, Judy Bolton, 
Honey Bunch, Bobbsey Twins, and-so-forth, 
and when a new one of the series is pub 
lished each child reading the series is noti- 
fied by card. This leads to immediate sales. 
The book also helps relatives and other chil 
dren when there is a birthday party, for we 
can immediately find from its pages whether 
or not Mary or Johnny has “Little Women” 
or the latest Jerry Todd. 

The “Scrap Book” is very popular with 
the children, who take a great interest in it. 
They love to feel that they have a_ place 
where their own personal interests are taken 
into consideration without any apparent ef 
fort to educate them or influence their tastes. 
However, knowing what a child likes, we do 
feel that we are able to lead their tastes grad- 
ually, step by step, to better books on the 
same subjects. 

Included in the illustrated pages of this 
book (and many children have their names 
on as many as ten different pages) are Air- 
plane books, Baseball, Football, Animal, 
Dogs, Travel, Exploration, Fairy, Sea-stories, 
Biography, History, Practical arts books— 
How to make or do books. These, in addition 
to all the pages of series books. 

Our used book department is a big fac- 
tor in our children’s business, for the boys 
and girls bring in their books as they outgrow 
them. We give them a credit (according to 
condition of the book) or another new book 
and resell the used book to other children 
who cannot afford new books, or to school- 
room libraries. 

Almost every room in_ the 
schools in Canton has a school-room library. 
Either Miss Craine or I make it a point to 
visit each school at least once a year, make 
the acquaintance of the teachers, particularly 
the principal, get an idea of the books each 
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room would like to have, supply price lists 
of these books, suggest new books along the 
same lines and advise about books that come 
into the used book department. 

In some of the schools, mainly the county 
and suburban schools, the library is for all 
the grades in the school and is bought and 
paid for by the Parent-Teacher Association 
of the school. I speak at one of the Parent- 
Teacher Association meetings at each school 
during the year, taking with me 25 or so of 
the newest children’s books, the newest edi- 
tions of the children’s classics. In comparison, 
I have with me two or three children’s books 
printed 100 years ago, one printed 50 years 
ago, another 25 years ago. This type of talk 
almost always results in a nice order from 
the school and enables me also to make per- 
sonal contacts with the parents and actually 
to put into their own hands, after the meet- 
ing, books their children should have for 
their own libraries. 

This year we have made tentative lists for 
the Boy Scout, the Girl Scout, the Y.M.C.A. 
and the Y.W.C.A. camps with the assistance 
of the directors of the camps and two or 
three of the youngsters from each camp. All 
four organizations are expecting to have a 
summer library which we will supply from 
our stock of new and used books. 

Through our newly opened Catholic de- 
partment, we have started a nice little library 
of books for children in the Catholic hos- 
pital in the city. We made a list of children’s 
books for different ages with prices and the 
hospital committee for the children’s ward 
sent this list to a number of people inter- 
ested in the hospital, asking them to donate 
a book for the children’s ward. These char- 
itably inclined folks responded nobly, came 
in themselves, bought the particular book they 
had picked from the list that they wished to 
give and we added it to the hospital chil- 
dren’s library with the name of the donor on 
the flyleaf of the book. 

A list of children’s birthdays is kept, a 
special card being sent to parents and grand- 
parents a week before the birthday, suggest- 
ing books that would be suitable for Mary 
aged 5 or Jimmy aged 12. 

A display window advertising the White 
Classics was decorated by the boys of the 
stagecraft club of the High School. Every- 
thing in the window was white, black or 
gold. A white statue and glistening white 
pottery were used with a piece of black and 
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gold fabric, a candelabra of burnished brass 
a white pottery bowl of snowberries, Th). 
window served a two-fold purpose; it sold a 
gratifying number of the white and gold clas. 
sics and it made the boys of the club, their 
teachers and parents, regular browsers and 
customers. 

In these last years of financial stress, chil. 
dren in almost all families have been hearing 
a good deal about the scarcity of money, about 
making the dollar go as far as it can, so that 
children of today seem as keen on a bargain 
as their elders. Our ten-cent shelf of used 
children’s books outside our display window, 
shielded from rain, snow and sunshine by an 
awning, has had a great attraction for the 
4000 boys and girls from the senior high 
school and the children from the three grade 
schools that pass our store coming from and 
going to school. We sell all these ten-cent 
books we can get and many of these used 
book customers become customers for our 
new books. 

We work in cooperation with the movie 
houses on pictures that appeal to children, 
and sell quantities of movie editions of chil- 
dren’s books. We always get from six to a 
dozen stills of the movie, frame them appro- 
priately and make a window display of 
them arranged with the books. 

For instance, for Shirley Temple’s “Little 
Colonel,” we had two Shirley Temple dolls 
(borrowed from little girl book customers ) 
leading two lines of brightly painted foot- 
high soldiers (loaned by one of our little boy 
customers) against a tall fort built of “Little 
Colonel” books. A frieze of stills of the pic- 
ture formed the background and a dozen 
Shirley Temple paper doll books were hung 
on the wall. An attractive poster in the shape 
of a huge book, made by the movie people, 
had the caption, Read The Little Colonel 
Book, See The Little Colonel Picture, with 
the name of the movie house and the date. 

For “Sequoia,” we borrowed the head of 
a deer and a stuffed puma from a big game 
hunter we know. The deer-head we hung 
on the wall and the puma was ensconced in 
the window underneath amid dried brushes 
and pine boughs. Stills of animal scenes ot 
the picture were arranged among the brush. 
Copies of “Malibu” and of animal books like 
Kipling’s “Jungle Book” and “Wild Animal 
Stories” were used as a background. This 
window sold a lot of books and nearly filled 
the animal page of our scrapbook.

Part II 


Akateeminen Kirjakauppa 


I THINK THE PUBLISHER was nodding recently 
who sent us an order he had received from 
Akateeminen Kirjakauppa for one book, 
$1.50 list. His query read, “Do you know 
anything about this shop?” With no at- 
tempt at a wisecrack, we replied, “Yes, it is 
the largest bookstore in the world.” The 
harassed persons who have to check credits 
these days have our full sympathy, and where 
we can be of help, our advice. But what 
price the glory of being one of the few na- 
tions with a balanced budget, and the only 
nation to discharge its honorable debts in our 
direction if a gamble of go cents plus postage 
cannot be attempted as a return gesture? I 
lost no time in more fully reassuring the 
same publisher that the account was a safe 
‘risk,” as I felt the fact of size alone might 
not be sufficient. 

For bigness hasn’t been crowned lately 
with signal success; vide for instance our 
Empire State Building staring vacantly across 
the Hudson towards the rusting Leviathan. 
Nevertheless, with best wishes to the on- 
rushing Normandie, bigness in a bookshop is 
different. It’s a matter of wild-eyed “vision” 
on one hand; of national growth on the 
other. No one ever heard of a colossal new 
bookshop. So that, when seeing Akateemi- 





nen for the first time, it is impossible not to 
think of the vast army of readers who have 
made the place what it is. 

The shop was started in 1893 by Mr. G. 
Branders, now on the board of directors. 
Five years ago the business was moved to 
the present quarters in the building oc- 
cupied by the Stockmann Department Store, 
with which, under the managing director- 
ship of Mr. Séderholm, it is affiliated. For 
many years the store sold stationery, but it 
was decided some time ago to devote all the 
energy of the company to books. And that 
is all one sees, except, of course, periodicals 
which are first cousins anyway and in many 
cases very efficient aids in bookselling. 

The store has four large windows, all 
abreast on Keskuskatu, No. 2. The length 
of time one can look at any one of the dis- 
plays depends on the strength of one’s legs. 
Inside it would be bewildering were it not 
so well-ordered. The ground floor is all 
Scandinavian as to books. Magazines, all 
languages, are near the entrance, as is also 
the Revue des Modes, the fashion journal 
and pattern department. A neat idea is em- 
ployed in keeping these usually much-fing- 
ered items under a glass counter laid flat on 
the covers. While the shop’s premises are

distinctly its own, further progress through 
the periodicals opens the still wider vista of 
the department store proper. 

The foreign books are one floor above and 
here also is the office of Baron A. Hoyningen- 
Huene who manages the English depart- 
ment and some of the other languages as 
well. (I do not know where he acquired his 
English, but it sounded Oxford with a dash 
of London. He had no difficulty understand- 
ing my New York American, so we got 
along swimmingly.) Mr. J. Pettay is direc- 
tor of the Foreign Department; Mr. V. 
Luoma is director of the Home and Scan- 
dinavian Department. 

Another neat idea—running the entire 
length of the shelves along the walls and 
apparent also in the sections around the pil- 
lars—is a double stripe of vellow, eye high. 
These stripes enclose the shelf of mark- 
downs, the books remaining, in this manner, 
in their original sections. It seems a better, 
and in any case a more dignified, way of 
disposing of dead stock than throwing it 
helter-skelter on a bargain table. 

I was curious to know, of this cosmopoli- 
tan array, which language sold best, which 
was runner up, etc. I was told that after 
Finnish the order would be something like 
this: Swedish literature published in Fin- 
land, Swedish literature published in 
Sweden, Norwegian-Danish, German, Eng- 
lish, French, Russian, Italian, Spanish. Eng- 
lish is coming along strong. There is hope 


for America here, for we now supply only 
10°%, of the English total. 

These are the two floors where the opera- 
tions of the company are visible to visitors. 
A trip to the basement discloses the solid 
stacks of reserve stock which serve as assur- 
ance against yawning gaps in the display 
above. Higher up in the building are the 
departments other than retail; the mail order 
ofhce, which handles the responses to the 
Akateeminen book-catalogs; the Subscription 
Agency Department which places and fills 
orders all over the world; the Propaganda 
Department where are kept the records of 
customer’s tastes and special interests; the 
Instalment Payment Department for clients 
who prefer to pay a little at a time for their 
books, and a Special or wholesale Depart- 
ment for filling booksellers’ orders. 

Catalogs of Antiquaria are issued regu- 
larly. I have No. 40, 1935, listing sections 
devoted to, I think, Mathematics, Physics, 
Astronomy, Geology, Chemistry, Botany, 
Zoology and Geography. I glimpsed one of 
the company’s efforts toward acquiring 
second-hand books in a recent number of 
The Publishers’ Circular (London) where 
the list of Akateeminen “wants” seemed the 
largest in the section. To complete the pic- 
ture there is a branch store, the Wasenius 
Bookshop, located also in the center of the 
city. Founded 1823, it is one of the oldest 
bookshops in Finland. 

This brief matter-of-fact recital cannot pos- 
sibly convey more than the slightest idea of

The Price of Books 


DurinG A RECENT TRIP through Wisconsin 
and Minnesota we were impressed by the 
great importance dollar books and other in- 
expensive reprints played in the business of 
booksellers all through that region. Nearly 
every store we visited, in Minneapolis, St. 
Paul, Madison and Milwaukee, reported that 
the greater part of its business was in this 
type of book and that, while the newer titles 
were not neglected, it was to the advantage 
of the store to give the cheaper books the 
benefit of the best promotion and display. 
Without dollar books and reprints, they said, 
they would not have been able to survive 
the past few years. 

One explanation given for this phenome- 
non is that this region is largely populated 
by Scandinavians and people from other 
Northern European countries which are the 
greatest book buying and book reading na- 
tions in the world. It is largely a farming 
population without a great deal of ready 
money and hence must satisfy its desire for 
books with the less expensive titles. But this 
explanation does not entirely suffice, for re- 
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ports from other sections, particularly those 
parts of the country more or less removed 
from the great metropolitan centers, indicate 
that all over the country there is a decided 
increase in the sales of books costing little 
more than a dollar. Certain publishers have 
discovered greatly to their profit that books 
of reference and information, when brought 
out of the high-priced class and made to sel 
at popular prices, have found an entirely 
new and widespread market. . 

It may be that there is a potential demand 
for new fiction at $2 and $2.50 and for new 
non-fiction at prices ranging upward from 
$2.50 which is unfilled because the depres. 
sion has cut incomes but which would again 
return with more prosperous times, or it 
may be that many of the people who now 
buy dollar books would never consider pay- 
ing higher prices no matter what the eco- 
nomic condition of the country. Many ex- 
tensive surveys of reading that have been 
made recently indicate that the majority of 
book readers are adhering to the opinion that 
book prices are too high. 

Those of us who are close to the trade 
know that it is economically impossible to 
publish new books, with all the attendant 
risk, at prices appreciably lower than those 
which obtain today, and we have been able 
to some extent to educate the public to real 
ize that neither the publisher nor the book- 
seller makes an exorbitant profit (if any at 
all) from the books he publishes or sells. 
But while the public may agree that the pub- 
lisher is justified in setting the price he does 
on his books it is still inclined to hesitate 
before spending from $2 to $5 on a single 
book. There may come a day when some 
pioneer will hit upon a solution to the prob- 
lem which has long baffled the best minds 
of the trade, and find a way to bring current 
literature to the public at a price well within 
the reach of everyone. 

But until that far-off day arrives it is up 
to the booksellers to take advantage of every 
opportunity that is given them to sell all 
kinds of books at all prices. If dollar books 
appear to be easier to sell than those at 
higher prices these days, would it not be 
better to display them in the store window 
and to arrange the inside display at the rea! 
of the store, where the customers would 
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have to pass by displays of other books be- 
fore reaching them, than to put the dollar 
book displays, as so many booksellers do, in 
the very front of the store? 

The current method of publishing books 
at one price range for those who are willing 
and able to pay a higher price for the privi- 
lege of reading them immediately upon pub- 
lication, and later, when plate costs and 
overhead have been charged off, publishing 
reprint editions at a price more readily acces- 
sible to the great mass of the public, has 
reached a certain stability which has reacted 
to the benefit of all concerned. There is, 
however, the danger that more and more 
people will learn to wait for the reprint edi- 
tions, with the result that the newer books 
would, with the exception of obvious best 
sellers, become less and less likely to pay for 
themselves. In such an event reprint edi- 
tions would become economically impossible 
and the whole scheme of book distribution 
would suffer. 


“T’ve Meant to Read That” 


ANYONE WITH AN INTEREST in books should 
find stimulation and a certain amount of 
consolation in the lists of “Books I’ve Al- 
ways Meant to Read” that appeared in the 
Herald Tribune Books for June 30th. We 
were personally delighted to find that we 
were one with so eminent a critic as Wil- 
liam Rose Benét in never having got around 
to reading “War and Peace” and “The Broth- 
ers Karamazov.” Everyone has a list of books 
he intends to read when he has a broken leg 
or a long vacation and it is interesting to 
find that among the many noted authors who 
were asked by the Tribune to name the books 
they wanted to read only two, Ellen Glas- 
gow and Hendrik Willem Van Loon, con- 
fessed that they had read everything they 
intended to read. 

Miss Glasgow said “I am sorry to say (how 
sorry only a reader who has suffered from 
the same misfortune can understand) that I 
have read every book I ever meant to read. 
It has always been a regret to me that more 
books—I mean good books—were not writ- 
ten. Some books I have deliberately avoided, 
and some other books I have left unfinished. 
But when your telegram came I was trying 
to decide whether to read over ‘The Mar- 
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tyrdom of Man’ or (for the fourth time) 
‘The Chronicles of Barsetshire.’” 

Mr. Van Loon remarked “I have never yet 
seen a book that I really wanted to read and 
which I did not read; and as I have wanted 
to read most of them I have read them all, 
even if I had to sacrifice my figure on the 
altar of literary curiosity.” Would that there 
were many more readers like Mr. Van Loon! 

Of the books that were waiting to be read 
by the 32 authors and critics interviewed by 
the Tribune, Gibbon’s “Decline and Fall of 
the Roman Empire” led all the rest. Douglas 
S. Freeman, Albert Guerard, Clifton P. Fadi- 
man, Humphrey Cobb and Dorothy Canfield 
all admitted that it was a book they had 
meant to read but had never got around to. 
“Don Quixote” came next, regretfully un- 
read by Felix Frankfurter, Humphrey Cobb, 
Sinclair Lewis and F. P. A. “Arabia Des- 
erta,” “Faust,” and “Das Kapital” were each 
mentioned by three persons. Sinclair Lewis 
and Charles J. Finger have always intended 
to read Dante’s ‘Inferno,’ while Josephine 
Johnson and Malcolm Cowley go them one 
better by having always intended to read 
the entire “Divine Comedy.” 

“Tom Jones,” “War and Peace,” “Moby 
Dick,” “Poor People,” “David Copperfield,” 
“The Cloister and the Hearth” and “The 
Way of All Flesh” are each on the “intended” 
list of two of those reporting. 

There may be a few readers who, on seeing 
this list, will say “Well, if those people have 
never got around to reading those books 
there’s no reason why I should hurry!” but 
we believe there will be many more who will 
receive it as a challenge and will hurry to 
read one or more of the books they, too, had 
always intended to read. 

Another interesting feature to be instituted 
by a weekly book review medium is the series 
of “Letters from Unknown Readers” that has 
been appearing for the past two weeks in 
the Saturday Review of Literature in which 
readers have responded to the question “Have 
you read any good books lately?” by writing 
in their reactions to the books they have been 
reading. To our mind this is valuable not 
only to the publishers, who thus are given 
a cross section of the reaction of the reading 
public to their books, but to readers in gen- 
eral who are often more inclined to accept 
the enthusiasm of a fellow reader than of a 
paid reviewer.

News of the Week 


Wholesale Druggists Prepare 
Model Feld-Crawford Contract 


MopEL CONTRACT FORMS suitable for use in 
the nine states that have fair practice acts 
have been adopted by all branches of the 
drug industry according to announcements 
from the National Wholesale Druggists As- 
sociation. These contract forms are similar 
to those which have been increasingly used 
in California, where a fair practice act has 
been in effect for four years. 

The druggists have developed two sepa- 
rate forms, one for use between the manu- 
facturers and retailers and the other for 
wholesalers situated in any one of the nine 
states in making contracts with retailers 
within those respective states. The manu- 
facturer-retailer form contains an optional 
“liquidated damages” clause, which reads: 
“The parties hereto recognize and agree that 
it is impossible to determine the actual dam- 
age which will result to manufacturers from 
sales made by retailers in contravention of 
the terms of this agreement, and they there- 
fore agree that retailer shall pay to manufac- 
turer, as liquidated damages, the sum of 
$25 for each sale made by retailer in viola- 
tion of any provisions of this agreement. 
If, and as often as, manufacturer shall insti- 
tute any proceedings or action in any court 
against retailer for any breach of this agree- 
ment, retailer agrees, in addition to all court 
costs, to pay manufacturer a reasonable at- 
torney’s fee. It is further agreed that, in 
addition to other legal rights and remedies, 
manufacturer shall be entitled to injunctive 
relief against any and all actual or threatened 
breaches of this agreement.” 

There is some question as to the advisa- 
bility of including this clause in the con- 
tract. 


Book Week Dates Announced 


THE THEME OF THE 1935 Book Week is to be 
“Reading for Fun.” The dates this year are 
November 17th to 23rd. The National As- 
sociation of Book Publishers is preparing a 
leaflet of suggestions for exhibits and _pro- 
grams for the week and a new poster will 
be ready for distribution in September. 


Copyright Amendments Drafted 


AMENDMENTS TO THE COPYRIGHT LAW insur. 
ing protection for artistic models or designs 
have been drafted and introduced by Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg and ordered to be 
printed as “S. 3047.” Two of the more im- 
portant amending paragraphs are as fol- 
lows: 

“That the author of any artistic model or 
design intended to be applied to or embodied 
in any manufactured product may obtain 
copyright for such model or design under 
the provisions of the Copyright Act approved 
March 4, 1909 (U.S.C., title 17), as amended 
by this Act, and that upon compliance with 
the requirements of the said Act and of 
this Act shall thereby secure the rights and 
remedies of the said Act of 1909, and shall, 
in addition thereto, after the date on which 
this Act shall go into effect, secure the ex- 
clusive right to apply to or embody in any 
manufactured product the said copyrighted 
model or design: Provided, That when the 
said author or his legal representative, or 
assignee, shall have caused the said model 
or design to be applied to or embodied in a 
manufactured product which shall have been 
sold or offered for sale, the author or other 
owner of the copyrighted model or design 
shall have the right to exclude others from 
selling or distributing such manufactured 
products which embody or contain copies of 
the said copyrighted model or design, or 
imitations thereof, or the imitation of any 
characteristic original feature thereof. 

“That in the case of an artistic model or 
design intended to be applied to or em- 
bodied in any manufactured product, there 
shall be deposited promptly after such manu- 
facture has‘taken place, five copies of photo- 
graphs or other identifying representations ol 
said manufactured product together with an 
application for the registration of a claim ol 
copyright containing a statement of the date 
upon which the said manufactured product 
was sold or offered for sale; from which 
recorded date the term of copyright in the 
manufactured product shall begin to run and 
this special protection shall terminate twenty 
years after said date.” 
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Petition in Bankruptcy Filed 
Against E. V. Mitchell, Inc. 


AN INVOLUNTARY PETITION in bankruptcy 
was filed against Edwin Valentine Mitchell, 
Inc., of Hartford, Connecticut, on July 3rd. 

When Mr. Mitchell took over control of 
this store he changed the name of the cor- 
poration from the Lewis Street Book Shop, 
Inc.. to Edwin Valentine Mitchell, Inc., and 
that continued to be the corporate name 
until July 2nd when the name was again 
changed to the Lewis Street Book Shop, Inc. 
During the past month efforts were made to 
induce various persons to make an invest- 
ment in this store which had been suffering 
losses for some time. These efforts were 
not successful, and on July rst, Mr. Mitchell 
and his attorneys decided that it would be 
impossible to secure additional capital from 
any source and a number of the company’s 
creditors were so informed. It was decided 
by the creditors that bankruptcy was inevit- 
able and accordingly the involuntary peti- 
tion was filed. It is hoped that a purchaser 
may be found to continue the business as a 
going concern since the shop is a very at- 
tractive one and a great deal of thought and 
money have been invested in the equipment 
and furnishings. William J. Burke of Hart- 
tord has been appointed receiver. 

At the time of the filing of the petition 
it is reported that there was due merchan- 
dise creditors, $15,000. At that time the ac- 
counts receivable amounted to slightly over 
$6,000 and the inventory to about $8,000. 
These were the only substantial assets. 


Ford Foundation Awards Made 


PrizE awarps in the Annual Literary Contest 
sponsored by the Julia Ellsworth Ford Foun- 
dation for 1934-1935 have been announced. 
First prize was awarded to “The Horse from 
Wyoming” by Russell Gordon Carter; sec- 
ond prize, to “Horns of Gur” by Maribelle 
Cormack and Professor Alexander; third 
prize, to “The Shadow Cat” by Beatrix 
Prior; fourth prize, to “Singing Paddles” by 
Julia Butler; fifth prize, to “The Goose Girl 
of Nurnberg” by Harriett Hawley, and sixth 
prize, to “Gabby Gaffer’s New Shoes” by 
May Justus. These books will be published 
immediately at the expense of the Founda- 
tion, which was founded for the encourage- 
ment of juvenile literature. 
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P. E. N. Club Holds Congress 


THE THIRTEENTH INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 
of the P. E. N. Club held recently in Barce 
lona emphasized the critical situation in many 
countries involving the rights of authorship 
and free expression of opinion. H. G. Wells, 
president, stressed the fact that the officers 
of the P. E. N. Club had been occupied 
continuously during recent months with prob- 
lems arising out of the difficulties of author- 
ship. He pointed out that the fundamental 
principles of the organization are against 
anything which threatens the free expression 
of all that is in the human heart, and when 
such a policy was adopted the question of its 
political aspects had not been foreseen. 
“Should the P. E. N. Club become a sort ot 
intellectual Internationale, or should it stand 
aside from such questions and become an in- 
ternational club which confines its function 
to the organizing of dinners and excursions?” 
Mr. Wells asked. At the time of the found 
ing of the Club Mr. Wells said he had been 
in favor of a fighting policy for the free ex 
pression of the imagination throughout the 
world, but the task of supporting such a pro 
gram has been a heavy one. After the split 
on the German question he had tried to in- 
troduce the P. E. N. Club to Russia but had 
failed. He concluded that it would probably 
be wiser for the Club to withdraw from the 
fight and confine itself to social matters 
for the time being with the hope that later 
on the Club might be in a better position to 
take up the fight on behalf of questions relat- 
ing to political liberty. The conference 
adopted the following resolution as an expres- 
sion of its convictions: 

“That this conference reafirms its convic- 
tion that freedom of expression and publica- 
tion is an inalienable right of all creative 
workers; that any censorship of literature 
hinders authors in their work, and is treason 
to the rights of conscience, and should be 
resisted by all authors, whatever the nature 
of the censorship. And this conference be 
lieves that the first duty of every author 1s 
the pursuit of truth, and the first duty ot 
all governments to the author is to see that 
he is not hampered in that pursuit. 

“This Congress recognizes that in a cer- 
tain number of countries, authors, members 
of the Federation of the P. E. N., are not in 
a position to put the foregoing principles 


into practice. It calls upon the Executive 
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Committee to make such protests or demands 
as may be necessary whenever the occasion 
arises in these countries.” 

Dr. Henry Seidel Canby, editor of the 
Saturday Review of Literature, represented 
the American branch at the conference. 

The invitation which had been extended 
by the Argentine P. E. N. to hold the next 
Congress in Buenos Aires was accepted. 

The question of an international P. E. N. 
Review was proposed by the Flemish Cen- 
ter, and a resolution was adopted instructing 
this Center to pursue the plan further and 
to work it out, if possible. 


Womrath Hearing Held 


THERE WAS A HEARING before Judge Coxe of 
the United States District Court on July gth 
in the matter of Arthur R. Womrath, Inc. 
The meeting got under way about five 
o'clock in the afternoon, and most of the 
publishers and other merchandise creditors 
were represented by a merchandise credi- 
tors’ committee of which Thayer Hobson, 
of William Morrow & Co., is chairman. 
Proofs of claim had been deposited with 
Stanley K. Oldden, as secretary of that com- 
mittee, to am aggregate amount of over 
$150,000 which is approximately two-thirds 
of the total of the accounts payable. 

At the hearing were a number of attor- 
neys for landlords, and the committee was 
represented by Thayer Hobson, Eugene Rey- 
nal, Morris Popper and Stanley K. Oldden. 
It was decided by the Court to continue the 
operation of the company under the present 
management at least until September by 
which time it is hoped that an amended plan 
of reorganization will have been submitted 
and approved by the creditors and by the 
Court.

Altar Services for use in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church formerly published as the Cam- 
bridge Edition, and from now on to be 
known as the Harper Prayer Book, Hymnal 
and Altar Services. 

It is the intention of Harper & Brothers 
to market the Bibles and Prayer Books in a 
specially designed and attractive box and 
wrapper. In addition to Bibles and Prayer 
Books, Harper now publish “Daily Light 
On The Daily Path,” books on the Making 
of the Bible by J. Paterson Smyth, and a 
number of other items from the Pott list.

Broadcasters Favor Fee Fixed 
by Copyright Owner 


AT A RECENT MEETING of the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters, its Board of Di- 
rectors passed a resolution reaffirming its po- 
sition in favor of allowing the owner of a 
copyright to fix his own fee for each of his 
works broadcast on radio programs. In their 
statement on the matter, officials of the Board 
explained that under the per piece plan the 
price would be determined by competition 
between the copyright holders instead of by 
the payment as at present of a certain per- 
centage of the broadcaster’s receipts to the 
American Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers.

Among the Bookshops 


CuarLes MarsHati, Garden City’s energetic 
salesman who travels New England, writes 
enthusiastically about the sales of the Ter- 
centenary Edition of “Connecticut Beautiful.” 
He says: 

[ have just had a most unique experi- 
ence. I have enjoyed a week in a book-ped- 
dler’s paradise. I have seen a retailer put over 
the absolutely perfect promotion. Such good 
work should be heralded far and wide. The 
perfect bookseller in this case was the G. Fox 
Company of Hartford, Connecticut. The 
book was the Garden City De Luxe Edition 
($1.79) of the famous Wallace Nutting 
“Connecticut Beautiful,” originally published 
in 1923 at four dollars. This book, which the 
Garden City Publishing Company released 
as a Tercentenary Edition, was immediately 
pounced on by Madeline Thune, manager of 
the G. Fox book department as a “natural.” 
Quickly she went to work to sew up every 
avenue of advertising, publicity and display. 
And what a job she did! 

First a four-page illustrated description of 
the book was inserted in the Fox Foreword, 


a monthly pamphlet that the G. Fox Com- 
pany send out to their thousands of charge 
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accounts. This was done on June rst. The 
book was published on June roth and before 
a single copy arrived in Hartford the en- 
thusiastic clerks had sold large, three-figure, 
quantities. 

The day the original stock arrived a thirty- 
inch advertisement, with a fine cut of the 
book, appeared in each local paper, and this 
was repeated the following Sunday. 

The publicity department arranged for and 
got a great deal of publicity on Dr. Nutting 
and reviews of the book. Each following day 
a smaller advertisement appeared in the local 
papers. 

Throughout the store large colored posters 
were placed. These were full-sized cut-outs 
of men dressed as Puritans, stove-pipe hats, 
black capes and all. In one hand these “town 
criers” carried a copy of “Connecticut Beauti- 
ful”; in the other a large placard which read 
“Hear ye, hear ye, here is ‘Connecticut Beau- 
tiful,’ by Dr. Wallace Nutting. A Tercente- 
nary Edition at $1.79. Price of original edi- 
tion $4.00.” 

The sales rolled in. What other bookseller 
would not have felt he had done all that could 
be done? But not so with the G. Fox Com- 


pany. They quickly arranged for Dr. Nutting 
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to come to the store, to speak on his beloved 
New England, and autograph copies of his 


book. Again large advertisements were in- 
serted in the papers, the “town criers” an- 
nounced in bold type: “Hear ye! hear ye! 


on June 25th in the afternoon Dr. Nutting 
will be with us in the balcony to talk on 
‘Connecticut Beautiful’ and autograph your 
copy for you.” 

That seemed to me perfect. The last word. 
But when I arrived in Hartford with Dr. 
Nutting and picked up the morning paper 
I read the announcement that the G. Fox 


Company had obtained a large part of the 


famous half-million dollar Morgan Memorial 
Historic Connecticut Furniture Exhibit and 
were using it in their large Main Street win- 
dows as a background to “Connecticut Beau- 
tiful” at $1.79. This was particularly appro- 
priate since Dr. Nutting had collected a large 
part of this exhibit before selling it to J. P. 
Morgan. 

I doubt if anywhere any bookseller has 
ever got more thoroughly behind a promo- 
tion. These people certainly left no stone un- 
turned. The result has been four-figure sales 
within two weeks after publication. 

In passing, a word should be said about 
other aggressive Connecticut dealers who 
rushed to vault on the bandwagon. The E. P. 
Judd Company in New Haven ran large ad- 
vertisements in all local papers, so did the 
Yale Co-Operative. Witkower’s in Hartford 
ran a thirty-inch advertisement and sold a 
hundred books the first day. The Cranston 
Company in their Middletown store used the 
same thirty-inch copy as supplied by the Gar- 
den City Publishing Company and sold 120 
books during the following four days. Every- 
where appeared articles and publicity about 
both Dr. Nutting and his book, all supplied 
by the quick-witted book dealers of Con- 
necticut. 

In Bridgeport The D. M. Read Company 
used large advertising space and placed a 
stack of the books in each of their many 
large windows. They also obtained Dr. Nut- 
ting and gave him a luncheon, inviting prom- 
inent people and other writers of Bridgeport. 
Afterwards he went to the book department 
to autograph and speak. 

To me it has been a dream, a panic and a 
picnic. The perfect sales set-up. The right 
book at the right time and, glory be to God, 
every book buyer in Connecticut saw the 
opportunities and took advantage of them. 
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The whole edition as printed by the Garden 
City Publishing Company was used up before 
the entire state had been sold. 

Van C. Cartnell, of the Garden City office, 
tells us that from about June roth to date 
about 7,800 copies of “Connecticut Beautiful” 


have been sold. The sale is limited to Connec. 
ticut dealers to help celebrate the Tercente. 
nary. For the rest of the country publication 
date of the book will be about the middle of 
September. 
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Glen Dawson, son of Ernest Dawson, the 


Los Angeles bookseller, and a recent gradu. 
ate of the University of California, Los An- 
geles, has sailed from New York for a year 
of contact and study in European book cen- 
ters. 
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The Ball and Wilde Bookshop is looking 
forward to the autumn pick-up of trade. 
Among the books doing best at present are 
“Catherine the Great,” “Young Renny,” and 
“Three Gentlemen.” “Road to War” has 
been popular, as have “Francis the First,” 
Freeman’s “Robert E. Lee,” and “Claudius 
the God.” “Lost Horizon” and “Mr. Chips” 
are perennial. “Forever” seems to have 
made a special appeal; customers, after buy- 
ing a copy, come back and take several 
more as gifts for friends. Other bookshops 
have the same report to make. Summer 
brings a demand for amusing books, such 


as “I Wish I’d Said That.” 
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The Coast to Coast Bookshop finds that 
its location near the Grand Central brings 
in much out-of-town trade. Commuters find 
the shop convenient. The library has in- 
creased three-fold during the past year. It 1s 
selling many technical books on such subjects 
as engineering, accounting, chemistry, the 
oil and petroleum industry. The books sell 
ing best recently have been “National Vel- 
vet,” “Paths of Glory,” and “Time out ol 
Mind,” and in non-fiction, “Gerald” and 
“Road to War.’ Recent window displays 
have been well liked, and have received 
much publicity in the papers; Harry Hansen 
has mentioned them, as has the Saturday 
Review of Literature. Clever displays ol 
dollar books have increased the sales at this 
time of year.

McClelland’s Bookstore, of Columbus, 
Ohio (“Aunt Fannie’s” Alma Mater), dates 
back a good many years, for it had its begin- 
nings in 1872 when a state agency for Har- 
per & Brothers was opened by H. W. Derby, 
a personal friend of John Harper, who was 
at that time active in the management of that 
house. 

In 1876, desiring to enlarge the business 
by including books of all publishers, Mr. 
Derby and H. C. McClelland formed a part- 
nership which became known as McClelland 
& Co, 

For nearly sixty years, then, this store has 
been in existence under this name (although 
lor a great many years it has been under the 
ownership and management of F. W. Flow- 
ers), 

And for forty of those years, which (we 
are told) is some sort of a woman’s record, 
Aunt Fannie” has watched this general 
bookstore grow in personnel from two clerks 


and a bookkeeper to a force of twenty; and 
has been buyer, booster, and the main-spring 
that has added growth and impetus to the 
business. Her clever methods of finding out 
what people want, her ready sympathy for 
those in distress, have made for her a host 
of warm friends. She has hobnobbed with the 
great and the near-great, including John 
Drew, Ethel Barrymore, Henry Van Dyke, 
Elbert Hubbard, James Whitcomb Riley, 
George Arliss, E. H. Sothern, Julia Marlowe, 
and many others. 

She was specially invited, and went, to the 
unveiling of the memorial window for John 


Drew in the Little Church Around the 


Corner. 

At one time she collected almost single- 
handed, and with untiring efforts, nearly 
$2,000 for the Mt. Holyoke College endow- 
ment fund. 

She is a personality, a book-woman of the 
old school, loved by the book-buying public 
all over the state of Ohio. 

She and the other old-timers at McClel- 
land’s are told by traveling men and many 
of their public that theirs is the “best general 
bookstore between New York and Chicago”

Authors and Others 


THE LITERATURE FOR THOSE who _ handle 
books has been very definitely enriched by 
the volume “Living with Books,” by Helen 
E. Haines of Pasadena, and recently pub- 
lished by Columbia University Press. Miss 
Haines is well known in library circles in 
both the East and the West, and a few years 
ago organized the material which was used 
in the Columbia Library School’s corre- 
spondence course. She is a lecturer on books 
par excellence and has an enthusiasm for 
books of all types which she has the gift of 
passing on to all of those whose task it is to 
interest people in books and reading. 
“Living with Books” takes up the sub- 
ject of book evaluation in a way which is 
equally suitable for booksellers and librarians, 
and booksellers will find it one of the best 
volumes available for their own reading or 
for that of their staffs. First taking up the 
question of “Foundations and Backgrounds,” 
Miss Haines outlines the general purposes 
of reading and the place which book selec- 
tion holds in library service. Next she dis- 
cusses the choosing of certain books for cer- 
tain people. Other chapters cover general 
methods of testing book values, the evalua- 
tion of various book tools available for book- 
sellers and librarians, book reviewing as car- 
ried on in periodicals as well as in libraries. 
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The chapter devoted to “The Art of Anno 
tation” will be useful to publishers in pre 
paring their catalogs as well as to all sty. 
dents of annotation. Part 3 of the volume 
includes two chapters on the general subject 
of bookmaking and one on editions, series 
and translations. The last section of the 
book is given over to classifications of books 
in their common groupings with very dis 
cerning suggestions as to the methods ot 
evaluating different types of books, each 
chapter in this section being followed by a 
brief list of contemporary books illustrating 
the points which have been discussed. For 
example, the chapter on “Nature and Sci 
ence” is followed by a list of 25 books on 
nature and animal life; the chapter on “So 
ciology and the Social Sciences” ends with 
a list of 50 books on modern science; the 
chapter on “Fiction Today” is accompanied 
by a list of books illustrating the develop- 
ment of modern English fiction from “Pride 
and Prejudice” (1813) to “The Waves” by 
Virginia Woolf (1931).

Just a week more and T. E. Lawrence, who 
died in a tragic motorcycle accident, would 
have been down in Devon for a long vaca- 
tion with Bruce Rogers, who had formed so 
happy a friendship with Lawrence during 
the planning and printing of “The Odyssey.” 
The popular trade edition of this book is be- 
ing reissued in England in the American 
format. 

The tragic death of T. E. Lawrence has 
naturally resulted in tremendous trade in- 
terest in the reprinting of his famous “Seven 
Pillars of Wisdom,” which up to now has 
only been a collector’s item, and Jonathan 
Cape, Ltd., the English publisher, and 
Doubleday, Doran & Company, the Ameri- 
can publishers, are pushing the production 
of the volume. In England alone the ad- 
vance orders have reached 40,000, and 100, 
000 is the sale the publishers expect before 
the end of the year, and that for a large 30s. 
book must be something of a record.

Edwin T. Grandy has been appointed 
writer and conductor of a new feature known 
as “Looks at Books” for Sunset Magazine, 
one of the Far West’s leading monthly 
periodicals with a circulation of nearly a 
quarter of a million.

PUBLISHERS LUNCH CLUB NOW 
20 YEARS OLD 


Oyster Bay, L. I. 
June gth, 1935. 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

My friends tell me that in his book of 
reminiscences George Doran credits me with 
starting the Publishers Lunch Club. The 
Publishers Lunch Club was really started by 
Frederick A. Stokes. My part in it was ac- 
cidental. A correspondent of the New York 
Sun got hold of me in the station in Lon- 
don while I was waiting for the boat train 
for Southampton to start on my way home 
in March or early April of 1914. 

It happened that the day before I had 
lunched at the Publishers Circle as the guest 
of Gerald Duckworth and passed an inter- 
esting hour there meeting a number of Eng- 
lish publishers I had never met before and 
was delighted with the friendliness, the in- 
formality and the potential value of such an 
organization. Having nothing else to say to 
the correspondent I told him of this, saying 
that it was a pity we did not have some such 
association in America. 

On landing in New York I found a note 
from Mr. Stokes saying that he had read the 
interview and asking if I would not carry out 
the idea and organize a similar club here. 
He and George Doran came to the office of 
D. Appleton & Co., where I was then em- 
ployed, to discuss the matter. I told Mr. 
Stokes that I could not start anything—never 
had started anything—but that both Doran 
and I would follow him, if he would under- 
take it, since whatever he backed would be 
worth while. 

He suggested asking half a dozen pub- 
lishers to meet at the Century Club for lunch- 
eon when the idea could be submitted and 
discussed. That meeting must have taken 
place about a year later, on the 15th of April, 
1915, though there is no record of it. Those 
present were Frederick A. Stokes, Henry 
Holt, George Haven Putnam, Charles Scrib- 
ner, Frank Dodd (senior), George Doran, Al- 
fred Harcourt and myself. 

The idea met with approval, and the next 
step was arranged by Mr. Stokes. This was 
a second luncheon at the Century Club held 


on April 30th. Those present were Frederick 
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First-Class Mail 


A. Stokes, Edward H. Dodd, George H. 
Doran, William W. Ellsworth, Alfred Har. 
court, Henry Holt, George Haven Putnam 
J. Bishop Putnam and myself. Regrets 
were received from George P. Brett, F. N. 
Doubleday, A. F. Houghton and Charles 
Scribner, who were unable to come. 

At this second meeting the preliminary or- 
ganization was effected. We took the Pub. 
lishers Circle constitution and with their con- 
sent drew up from it a document adapted to 
our own situation. This is the present con- 
stitution of the Publishers Lunch Club. | 
remember that one of the points insisted on 
was that the new club should never vote on 
any question connected with the trade. We 
were all afraid of the laws against price fix- 
ing. How the times have changed! 

The name of the organization, the con- 
stitution, the time of meeting (first Thurs 
day in each month except during the sum. 
mer), and the appointment of a committee to 
begin operations—all this was accomplished 
at that time. George Doran, as secretary and 
treasurer of the Publishers Cooperative Bu- 
reau, officially appointed Mr. Stokes, Mr. Har- 
court and myself to do the detail work ot 
formulating the plan for a “purely social or- 
ganization of American publishers similar to 
the British Publishers Circle.” 

Nothing would ever have been ac- 
complished if it had not been for Mr. Stokes’ 
initiative and tireless energy. He did it. It 
was his baby, grown now out of pinafores and 
twenty years old on the 30th day of April, 
1935. 

The second meeting—really the first regu- 
lar one—was held at the City Club on May 
6th, 1915, and then Mr. Holt was chosen 
president, Mr. Doran secretary and treasurer, 
and myself vice-president. From that time 
on the club met at the City Club, Union 
League Club and finally, through the influ- 
ence of Mr. Stokes, the Yale Club, where it 
has met, I think, ever since. 

If anyone will take the trouble to look over 
the minutes, he will find a roster of the lead- 
ing publishers of the country side by side 
with a list of most of the important authors 
of the last two decades. It makes an 1m- 
posing collection.

Obituaries 
RAY LONG 


Ray Lone, noted magazine editor, died, from 
a self-inflicted gunshot wound, in California 
on July gth, at the age of 57. He was 
known best as editor of Cosmopolitan Mag- 
azine with which periodical he was con- 
nected for thirteen years when he retired on 
October 1, 1931 to join the firm of Richard 
RK. Smith, Inc. in the capacity of chairman 
of board of directors. Mr. Long founded 
this publishing house in 1929 in partnership 
with Richard R. Smith, but did not join it 
actively until 1931. The firm name was sub- 
sequently changed to Ray Long and Richard 
R. Smith, Inc. In August, 1932, Mr. Long 
left for a trip to the South Seas, and in 
April, 1933, the firm was thrown into bank- 
ruptcy. Later, on his return from Tahiti, 
he went to California where he edited a 
movie magazine, for a time, and later be- 
came executive in the studio story depart- 
ment of Columbia Pictures. During his 
thirteen years with Cosmopolitan Magazine 
and president of the International Magazine 
Co., Inc. Ray Long is said to have known 
more American authors than any of his con- 
temporaries with the possible exceptions of 
George Horace Lorimer and Robert H. 
Davis. He was one of the highest paid edi- 
tors of all time from 1919 until the end of 


1931. As active head of Cosmopolitan he 
increased that periodical’s circulation from 
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900,000 to 1,700,000. He started as a re- 
porter in 1900 after a brief apprenticeship 
as a messenger and copy boy on the In- 
dianapolis News, where he remained for 
five years. In rgro, after having been man- 
aging editor of two other newspapers, he 
entered the magazine field as associate edi- 
tor of Hampton's Magazine and later editor 
of the Hampton-Columbian. As editor of 
Cosmopolitan, his greatest scoop was ob- 
taining Calvin Coolidge’s own account of his 
years as President of the United States. Un- 
der his editorial management, Cosmopolitan 
was successful in obtaining the publication 
of John Masefield’s first work after he had 
been created poet laureate of England, “The 
Wanderer,” a saga of the sea. As head of 
the publishing firm of Ray Long & Richard 
R. Smith, Inc., Mr. Long with Maxim Gorky 
persuaded Joseph Stalin to write a book on 
“Russia Today.” In the fall of 1930 he 
went to Russia for a month and gathered 
material for a book which appeared a year 
later under the title, “An Editor Looks at 
Russia.” In 1932 he published “Twenty 
Best Stories in Ray Long’s Twenty Years 
as an Editor,” a book of twenty stories which 
he had handled, with comments on each. 


OLIVER HERFORD 


Oxiver Herrorp, author, illustrator, play- 
wright and wit, died on July 5th, at the age 
of 72. He was born in England and came 
here at the age of six. He was educated both 
abroad and in America, and studied art in 
Germany, Paris and London. He began a 
long and brilliant career as a versifier and 
artist on the editorial staffs of Life, Harper's 
Weekly, where he conducted the department 
“Pen and Inklings,” under the editorship of 
Norman Hapgood, Punch, and contributed 
to other magazines. Mr. Herford’s success 
as a writer began with the publication of 
his first drawings, sketches and short poems 
in the Century Magazine. He was the 
author of many books including “Artful 
Antics,” his first book published in 1898, 
“The Bashful Earthquake and Other Fables 
and Verses,” “Alphabet of Celebrities,” 
“Child’s Primer of Natural History,” “More 
Animals,” “Rubaiyat of a Persian Kitten,” 
“The Bishop’s Purse” with Cleveland Mof- 
fett, “Cynic’s Calendar,” “The Giddy Globe,” 
the latter published in 1919 and dedicated 


to President Wilson. His last book “The 
Deb’s Dictionary” was published in 1931.
